A PHYSICIAN who finds a case 
of valvular disease of the heart is 
duty-bound to warn the patient that 
he should not exert himself unduly. 
This is good doctrine and common 
sense doctrine because, naturally, 
the heart with valvular disease has 
a mechanical defect and, therefore, 
has not as much reserve power as a 
normal heart. 
The physician, however, is not 
greatly fooled as to what his pa« 
tient will do about his advice. It is 
all right to say to a boy 12 or 14 
years old tha t he mustn’t run too 
much, but if the boy is playing base­ 
ball and he hits the ball, he is going 
to run down to first base. This often 
unduly alarms parents, but a great 
deal of this alarm is unnecessary. 
The doctor is not so much worried 
when his advice is disregarded in this 
respect because be knows tha t the 


in tne same journal indicates how 
completely the heart can heal after 
a severe, acute attack of coronary 
disease. Physicians usually order a 
patient with coronary disease to 
rest at least six weeks in bed. Time 
hangs heavy, especially a fter one 
gets to feeling better, and such a 
patient wants to be allowed out of 
bod. This case is a good example of 
what strict adherence to the rules 
will do.

Plenty of Rest 


After he had been in bed in the 
hospital for seven weeks, he re­ 
mained quietly at home for another 
month, and then spent six weeks in 
Nassau, mostly lying on the beach.

He went air- 
planing; he went skiing; he en­ 
gaged in swimming and dancing. 
He traveled by airplane to Europe, 
a trip which included 19 hours of 
continuous flying a t an altitude of

I certainly don't wish to be under­ 
stood as advocating such a regimen 
for anybody, but there are some les­ 
sons to be learned.

W ASHINGTON, M arch 26— A 
declaration by Justice Owen J. Ro­ 
berts th a t the Supreme C ourt has 
rejected im portant doctrines laid 
down by the fam ous liberal jurist, 
Louis D. Brandéis, aroused w ide­ 
spread discussions in cong ression­ 
al and leg al circles today . 
I t raised ag ain the q uestion of 
w hether the hig h court, w ith its 
New* Deal m ajority , will follow' the 
fam ous 
H olm es-Brandeis 
liberal 
philosophy , or g o even "to the le ft” 
of it. 
The declaration of R oberts w as 
m ade in a dissenting opinion in a 
4 to 3 decision in which the court 
ruled th a t national banks in W ash­ 
ing ton S ta te had pow’er to pledg e 
assets to secure deposits of g ov­ 
ernm ent ag encies such as the M er­ 
ch an t F leet Corporation. 
R oberts declared th a t the m a­ 
jority overrode decisions deliver­ 
ed by B randéis, before he retired 
from the court, in which he said 
th a t national banks could not g ive 
security to secure private deposits I 
and th a t th e com ptroller of cur- * 
rency lacked pow’er to order it in 
absence of a Cong ressional A ct. 
Principle Violated 
‘'P aradox ical ly , the opinion of 
th e court, w’hile recog nizing the 
authority , in the field of banking , 
of Mr. Justice Brandéis, rejects the 
fundam ental principle of the opin­ 
ions,” said R oberts, tw ittin g his 
fellow justices. He w as joined in 
his dissent by Chief Justice H ug hes 
and Justice McRey nolds.

Seven p ersons were left home­ 
less Monday when a fire th at sta rt­ 
ed In the flue of a coal jstove vir­ 
tually destroyed the ftfif room re­ 
sidence 
of George H eater 
near 
York Street west of the Norfolk 
and W estern Railroad tracks. 
Firem en who answered the call 
showed ram arkable efficiency in 
battling the flam es desp ite the 
handicap 
of a hose and 
w ater 
shortage. There was not enough 
hose to reach the nearest hydrant 
and the w ater sup p ly was exhaust­ 
ed when the fire was alm ost un­ 
der control. 
Quick refilling of the engine’s 
tank while hand p ump s were being 
used, they saved the house from to­ 
tal destruction. 
Mrs. Earl H eater and her two 
m onth old baby were in the house 
when the fire broke out. They were 
given shelter a t one of the nearby 
homes. 
Smoke rap idly filled the house 
and billowed out of the windows 
and doors. When the firemen arriv­ 
ed demolition seemed inevitable. 
Neighbors and boys attracted to 
the fire were busy salvaging as 
much of the household goods as 
p ossible. 
Furniture was 
strew n 
about the ground around the house. 
Living in the house were George 
Heater, his wife, Lu, and their two 
children; his brother, Earl Heater, 
and his wife M artha and the baby. 
Firem en estim ated the dam age 
a t ap p roxim ately $150. The loss 
was covered by insurance by Hum ­ 
mel and Plum who carried $400 on 
the house and $100 on the house­ 
hold goods.

LONDON, March 26 — This is 
an election year in England, but 
the British will not be able to 
vote. 
The Americans will cast 
the ballots. 
This briefly gives a p icture of 
the intense interest with which 
the English are following devel­ 
op ments in the Presidential cam ­ 
p aign. 
The m an-in-the-street in Lon­ 
don already has his candidate — 
i Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
The third- 
| term issue is only vaguely under­ 
stood, but all are aware that there 
is some doubt whether or not 
Roosevelt will run. 
Americans 
living 
abroad 
are 
constantly being button-holed by 
j acquaintances and eagerly asked 
if Roosevelt will be a candidate, 
and, if so, w hat are his chances. 
Roosevelt’s p op ularity in G reat 
Britain is based on his several 
p eace ap p eals and on the wide­ 
sp read conviction that he is a 
friend of the Allies. 
It is also true th at little is 
known of the other candidates. 
McNutt, G am er, Dewey, Vanden- 
berg, and Taft are merely names 
to the average Englishman. 
Enthusiastically Ap p lauded 
No p ublic figure, for examp le, is 
greeted with such enthusiastic ap ­ 
p lause in the news reels as is 
President Roosevelt. 
It is equal 
in volume 
to 
the hissing and 


bronx cheers with which H itler 
is recevied. 
Few 
p eop le 
seriously 
believe 
th at Roosevelt’s reelection would 
eventually mean American inter­ 
vention in the war, but they p re­ 
fer candidacy of a m an whose 
p olicies are know to be sym p a­ 
thetic to one whose views have 
not been defined. 
Even before the w ar Roosevelt’s 
m agnetic p ersonality had cap tured 
the p ublic imagination as no other 
British 
leader 
excep t, 
p erhap s, 
W inston Churchill. 
The two p re­ 
vious American p residents, Calvin 
Coolidge 
and 
H erbert 
Hoover, 
1 seem to have lacked this ap p eal. 
But, w hatever the outcome of I 
the election, it is certain to be i 
fought on p ap er, 
a t least, 
as 
fiercely in G reat B ritain as in 
America.

A 
S regards the sale of American air­ 
planes to the Allies, which is coming 
to be an argumentative question, we might 
as well face facts. 
Assuming that we're 
determined to keep out of war, the facts 


row visible seem to be about like this. 
Air combat and bombing have come to 
be very important and may eventually 
dominate the war. 
The Nazis so far seem stronger in the 
air than Britain and France. 
Britain and France hope to gain air 
supremacy and keep it by getting all the 
planes they need from America, and they 
have enough funds to pay for such air 
supremacy for perhaps two years. 
We have an acknowledged right to sell 
them planes for cash, to take away at their 
own risk, just as we would do with any 
other belligerent that would come and get 
them. 
Some people, both foreign and Ameri­ 
can, are beginning to object to this. Some 
of them object for the benefit of Germany, 
but most of them object honestly for 
patriotic reasons. 
If we stop selling tile Allies war 
planes, they may get licked. With enough 
planes, they will probably win. 
So it seems to boil down to a_ question 
whether we want to lake the chance of 
living in the kind of world it might be if 
the Allies were licked.

FARLEY INTENDS SHOWDOWN 
IfTASHINGTON— It is no longer any sec- 
” ret that Jim Farley is definitely lined 
up with the anti-third termers. 
But not 
generally known is the fact that Jim 
actually plans a show-down with Roosevelt 
regarding the President’s own plans, and 
this showdown will come before the Demo­ 
cratic convention at Chicago. 
Jim made up his mind to do this about 
the same time he issued his recent Massa­ 
chusetts bombshell labeled, “My name will 
be presented to the national convention.”

Rest 
-Great Remedy for a Damaged Heart 


ny LOU AI* LLEN ll-ENI IV ti, M. I). 
A PHYSICIAN who finds a case 
of valvular disease of the heart is 
duty-bound to warn the patient that 
he should not exert himself unduly. 
This is good doctrine and common 
sense doctrine because, naturally, 
the heart with valvular disease has 
a mechanical defect and, therefore, 
has not as much reserve power as a 
normal heart. 
The physician, however, is not 
greatly fooled as to what his pa* 
tient will do about his advice. It is 
all right to say to a boy 12 or 14 
years old that he mustn’t run too 
much, but if the boy is playing base­ 
ball and he hits the ball, he is going 
to run down to first base. This often 
unduly alarms parents, but a great 
deal of this alarm is unnecessary. 
The doctor is not so much worried 
when his advice is disregarded in this 
respect because he knows that the

heart muscle is a wonderful organ 
and is capable of doing a great deal 
more than might be expected of it. 
We have a remarkable example 
of the reserve power of the heart 
muscle in a report in the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion. It describes a marathon run­ 
ner who performed a great many 
strenuous athletic feats, although 
he had a double valvular disease of 
the heart. 
Advised Against Racing 
The runner was 32 years old. He 
was found by the medical examiners 
of the athletic board to have heart 
murmurs which indicate valvular 
disease, and he was warned against 
participation in the race. He re­ 
plied that he had competed in simi­ 
lar races on many occasions with­ 
out any ill effects. He entered the 
race and ran a marathon of ap­ 
proximately 26 miles in three hours 
and two minutes, when the weather 
was intensely warm and at an al­ 
titude of approximately 6,000 feet 
above sea level. His condition after 
the race was good and he recovered 
general bodily equilibrium in a 
shorter time than his competitors. 
A case of a different kind reported 


in the same journal indicates how 
completely the heart can heal after 
a severe, acute attack of corpnary 
disease. Physicians usually order a 
patient with coronary disease to 
rest at least six weeks in bed. Time 
hangs heavy, especially after one 
gets to feeling better, and such a 
patient wants to be allowed out of 
bed. This ease is a good example of 
what strict adherence to the rules 
will do. 
-» 
Plenty of Rest 
After he had been in bed in the 
hospital for seven weeks, he re­ 
mained quietly at home for another 
month, and then spent six weeks in 
Nassau, mostly lying on the beach. 
After this he began very unusual 
physical exertion. He went air­ 
planing; he went skiing; he en­ 
gaged in swimming and dancing. 
He traveled by airplane to Europe, 
a trip which included 19 hours of 
continuous flying at an altitude of 
from 8,000 to 1.0,000 feet. 
I certainly don’t wish to be under­ 
stood as advocating such a regimen 
for anybody, but there are some les­ 
sons to be learned. One is that the 
heart has great flowers of recupera­ 
tion and great reserve powers. The 
other is that the great remedy for 
the heart is rest. Even with such 
serious damage as comes from a 
coronary occlusion, the patient, by 
giving the heart several months of 
complete rest, gave the soft spot an 
opportunity to heal and this patient 
appears to have as good a heart as 
anybody as a consequence.

Pointers on foundation 
plantings 


W hen 
planning a 
foundation 
planting about a new house the 
first thing to be done is to put 
on a “clean-up” cam paign. This 
often involves rem oving any hea­ 
vy, clay sub-soil dug up during 
excavating of the basem ent; clean­ 
ing out all broken bricks, m ortar 
and other building debris. If to top 
soil itself tu rn s out to be rath er 
poor, it is advisable to rem ove it 
for a depth of 12 to 15 inches and 
replace w ith good loam. 
Do not m ake the common m is­ 
take of planting evergreens and 
shrubs too close to the house. Such 


plants are usually sm all when set 
out, but they soon grow larg er and 
the crow ding disto rts their n atu r­ 
al shape. W hen plantings are set 
too close to the foundations of a 
house are also harm ed because the 
overhanging eaves keep off rain 
in sum m er, w hile in w inter, when 
the eaves’ troughs freeze, th e ov­ 
erflow’ drips on to the plantings, 
freezes on them , a fte r which th© 
w inter sun is a p t to cause burning,

Drive Against Trusts W ins1. 
Support As Contract 
is Held Invalid 


WASHINGTON, March 26— A 
declaration by Justice Owen J. Ro­ 
berts that the Supreme Court has 
rejected important doctrines laid 
down by the famous liberal jurist, 
Louis D. Brandeis, aroused wide­ 
spread discussions in congression­ 
al and legal circles today. 
It raised again the question of 
whether the high court, with its 
N ew Deal majority, will follow the 
fam ous 
Holmes-Brandeis 
liberal 
philosophy, or go even "to the left" 
of it. 
The declaration of Roberts was 
made in a dissenting opinion in a 
4 to 3 decision in which the court 
ruled that national banks in W ash­ 
ington State had power to pledge 
assets to secure deposits of gov­ 
ernment agencies such as the Mer­ 
chant Fleet Corporation. 
Roberts declared that the m a­ 
jority overrode decisions deliver­ 
ed by Brandeis, before he retired 
from the court, in which he said 
that national banks could not give 
security to secure private deposits 
and that the comptroller of cur­ 
rency lacked power to order it in 
absence of a Congressional Act. 
Principle Violated 
^Paradoxically, the opinion of 
the court, while recognizing the 
authority, in the field of banking, 
of Mr. Justice Brandeis, rejects the 
fundamental principle of the opin­ 
io n s/’ said Roberts, tw itting his 
fellow justices. He was joined in 
his dissent by Chief Justice Hughes 
and Justice McReynolds. 
The m ajority of opinion, of which 
Roberts com pared, was delivered 
by 
Justice 
Felix 
Frankfurter, 
longtim e 
friend of Brandeis. 
He 
characterized Brandeis as an au­ 
thority in the field of banking and 
asserted that his (Frankfurter’s) 
ruling did not conflict with deci- 
aions by Brandeis. 
Roberts refused to accept this 
View. He said that Brandeis ruled 
that specific authority of congress 
Was necessary, while the majority 
opinion ruled that the comptroller 
had the authority in the absence 
Of a special congressional act. 
Trust Drive Aided 
A notable unanimous decision of 
tile court yesterday strengthened 
the anti-trust drive of A ssistant 
A ttorney General Thurman Arnold. 
The decision may open up a wide 
field for prosecution of corpora­ 
tions holding patent monopolies. 
The court held invalid contracts 
between the Ethyl Gasoline Cor­ 
poration, holding patents for Ethyl 
gasoline, and 11,000 jobbers, on the 
ground that they were used to fix 
prices and suppress competition.

In all of our articles on Health, 
we have tried to stay within the 
realm of Preventive Medicine. The 
specific duty of Public Health of­ 
ficials, is to preserve health and 
prolong life.

No one 
person in twenty in Great Britain 
thinks that Italy will enter the 
war on the side of Germany, her 
partner in the Rome-Berlin axis. 
Of the remaining nineteen, sev­ 
en think that Italy will join the 
Allies, seven think she will stay 
neutral, and five haven’t made up 
their minds what she will do. 
These estimates were disclosed 
today as the result of a survey 
conducted by the British Institute 
of Public Opinion, which in recent 
months has 
surveyed 
virtually 
every aspect of English thought 
and opinion. 
Choice Facing Voters 
To a representative sample of 
British voters, the BTPO put the 
question; 
“Which do you think 
Italy will do in this war: Ca) Join 
the Allies; (b) join Germany; (c) 
remain neutral. 
Analysis of the answers showed 
that 34 percent said join the allies. 
5 percent said join Germany; 34 
percent said remain neutral; 27 
percent said Don’t know. 
The high proportion of those an­ 
swering “don’t know” 
indicates 
plainly that Italy’s attitude to the 
war has got the British public 
guessing. 
Italy herself has defined her at­ 
titude as one, not of "neutrality,” 
but of “non-belligerency.”

March 26 — Germany 
has mobilized an arm y of more 
than ten million boys and girls to 
assist the Fatherland

with the western democracies .

A t the beginning of the conflict 
the 
Fuehrer 
in his 
Reichstag 
speech appealed • to 
Germany’s 
youth 
to 
do 
their 
utm ost 
to 
strengthen the front a t home. Im ­ 
mediately the 
machinery of the 
H itler Youth Movement went into 
full swing. 
More than 600,000 boys and girls 
alone were employed in 
harvest 
work, replacing the hundreds of 
thousands of peasants and farm 
♦ helpers called to the colors. Each 
candidate for harvest work had to 
undergo a strict medical examin­ 
ation to prove his or her ability. 
According to official statistics, all 
members 
of the 
H itler 
Youth 
Movement, employed in this work, 
are under regular medical care of 
4.000 special physicians. 
Other tens of thousands of boys 
and girls a t the same time started 
collecting scrap iron or other val­ 
u a b le m aterial lying idly around in 
German households or elsewhere. 
Still others combed the woods for 
medicinal herbs, wild-grown fruits 
and any other plants considered 
worthwhile. It is officially em pha­ 
sized th at while 
all this work 
m ight fail to impress an outsider. 
It nevertheless is producing ex­ 
cellent results. 
Work Minutely Organized 
t W ith German thoroughness, the

Girls of 
other classes are being employed 
as family helpers in families with

of children, in 
public kitchens and other public 
institutions. 
Official statistics show th at in 
the month of September 1939 alone 
1.091.000 boys and girls, approxi­ 
m ately every tenth member of the 
•H itler Youth Movement, were em­ 
ployed in the many fields of as­ 
sistance at home.

A DEEP rich chicken flavor is not 
difficult to obtain when prepar­ 
ing a fricassee and it Is well worth 
the extra trouble.

THE GARDEN CLINIC 
By VICTOR H. RIES, 
O. S. U. floriculturist 


QUESTION: When do you take the covering or w inter mulch off 
tulips? 
ANSWER: I like to take the mulch off my flower borders, includ­ 
ing bulbs, rather early before growth starts. 
In Columbus this can 
be done now, but farth er north, it will probably *be any time before 
the first of April. 
QUESTION: Can heather be grown successfully in Ohio? 
ANSW ER: Although there are a number of different kinds of 
heather, the Scotch heather is the 
one most people think of in con­ 
nection with this name. Although 
I 
know of 
one very 
successful 
planting near Chagrin Falls, it has 
been planted in a small valley well 
protected from the wind and pret­ 
ty well under snow m ost of the 
winter. Normally, heather seems to 
be damaged by our open winters 
and hot summers. In sections of 
the state where the soil is not na­ 
turally acid, the soil m ust be acidi­ 
fied to grow heather successfully. 
All in all, although you m ight try 
it, I am afraid I cannot guarantee 
its success. 
QUESTION: Is it necessary to 
take up tulip bulbs every three 
years fot; a rest? 
ANSWER: Tulips arc dug not to 
rest them but to divide them when 
they have multiplied to such a point 
th at the bulbs are getting small 


and do not bloom. Even then I 
would be inclined to replant them 
immediately rather than attem pt 
to store them in the garage or cel­ 
lar during the summer. 
QUESTION: 
W hat 
plant 
or 
shrub suitable for cemetery plant­ 
ing 
will require the 
minimum 
am ount of care and have the m axi­ 
mum beauty and hardiness? 
ANSWER: Contrary to popular 
practice of using rather stiff, for­ 
mal types of evergreens, either 
globes or pyramids, I am inclined 
to feel th at with the tremendous 
variety of monuments in the ceme­ 
tery th at we need more informal, 
sprawling types of evergreens than 
upright types. I would, therefore, 
be inclined to recommend for large 
monuments such plants as Pfitzer 
juniper or spreading varieties of 
Japanese yew. For sm aller plants 
the Andorra juniper, the evergreen 


bittersw eet 
(Euonymus radicans 
vegetus), 
or 
the 
\Vintercreeper 
(Euonymus radicans). I would be 
inclined to suggest th at these ever­ 
green vines be allowed to climb on 
the bas and even p art w ay up the 
monument itself, softening its ef­ 
fect. 
QUESTION: Do tuberous rooted 
begonias need to be taken up each 
fall? 
ANSW ER: Tuberous rooted be­ 
gonias are not hardy, and conse­ 
quently, if left out over w inter are 
sure to be killed. 
QUESTION: If hybrid roses be­ 
come 
loose during tile 
w inter 
months, how should they be tight­ 
ened in the spring? 
ANSW ER: Although it is not un­ 
common for roses or other shrubs 
to be swayed sufficiently in the 
wind during the w inter so th at they 
have 
an enlarged 
hole in 
the 
ground around the lower part of 
the stem, this will do no particular 
harm, However, I have always fol­ 
lowed the practice of stam ping the 
earth firm around any such plants 
each spring. 
QUESTION: W hat can you do to 
keep the leaves of African violets 
from drooping ? 
ANSW ER: My observation has 
been 
th at those African 
violets 
whose leaves are limber and droop­ 
ing have been getting too much 
W’ater. May I suggest you give 
them just a little bit less. 
QUESTION: How can I kill the } 
ground ivy in my lawn ? 
ANSWER: Ground ivy, for those j 
who are not acquainted with it, i 
is a trailing plant with a round leaf j 
one-half to three-fourths inch in 
diam eter with a scalloped edge, a 
square stem, purplish flowers and 
a rather strong odor to the fol­ 
iage. Small patches may be con­ 
trolled by pulling every bit of the 
stem out. Larger patches can some­ 
times be controlled by using one 
to two pounds of ammonium sul­ 
phate per IO Osquare feet, sprink­ 
ling it n when the foliageis wet. 
This win burn the lawn as well as 
the ground icy, but the grass will 
come back. Another method would 
be to spray it w ith sodium chlo- 
j rate using two ounces in one gal­ 
lon of water, applying with the re­ 
gular sprayer. Care should be taken 
not to allow this m aterial to dry on 
| the clothing or shoes nor to get 
j on other plants. It will kill the oth- 
j er plants and it will m ake the 
I clothing highly inflammable when 
it dries. 
QUESTION: Will my hemlock 
be seriously injured by this past 
w inter’s snow? 
ANSW ER: Our native hemlocks 
are absolutely hardy and will not 
be injured by the snow’ unless it 
has been piled up on them to such 
an extent th at it breaks them by 
mechanical force. However, some 
hemlocks 
look rather bad 
this 
spring due to the fact th at they 
went into the w inter too dry so 
th at if they w’ere in a w indy ex­ 
posure the foliage has dried out 
and 
become brown during 
the 
winter. If the wind has been strong

The pilot in its nose could look 
down into a second-story window. 
The CW 20, as it is known in 
the plant, is one of the first de­ 
signed for substratosphere flying. 
Its cabin, one of the first deep 
enough to allow a passenger to 
walk erect, will be sealed and 
“pressurized” so that air pressure 
inside while the plane is four 
miles above the earth will be 
as lf the plane were at a 
mere 6,500 feet, the cruising alti­ 
tude of ordinary liners. 
Gasoline Burning Heaters 
Gasoline-burning beaters, with 
blowers, will heat the cabin. Tem­ 
peratures in the substratosphere 
range around and below zero. 
In the higher altitudes the new 
plane will be out of the storm 
strata.
